The Resolution. 

Thew read in part:

“In the national! field the control of 
government by special privilege is 
evidenced by the influence and power 
of the reactionary lcaders in both par- 
ties in checking or preventing the en- 
actment of progressive policies pledged 
by the republican party. 

“The present condition of uncertain- 
ty in bus:ness is intolerable and de- 
structive of industrial prosperity. It 
is worse thin idic to leave the ques- 
tion of whether great business enter- 
prise are legal or not merely to judi- 
cial etermination. Industrial corpe- 
rations should be affirmative legisla- 
tive enactment be given definite rules 
of conduct by which business shal] be 
made safe and stable while at the same 
time the interests of the public should 
.- be fuily safecuarded. We seek con- 
structive legislation—not destructive 
litisation.

AUTO GOING VERY FAST, 
SAY MANY WITNESSES; 
CHAUFFEUR ARRESTED 


Ladies Were Just Getting Off 
Street Car on Way Home. 
Chauffeur Says the Auto 
Skidded on the Wet Streets. 
Machine Owned by Mrs. 
Jett Moody, Who Was in It 
at the Time—Miss Edwards 
Died Shortly After Acci- 
dent—Mrs. Dobbs Seriously 
Injured. 


Miss Alline Edwards was killed and 
her sister, Mrs. Alice Dobbs, was very 
seriously injured last night when they 
were struck by an autOmobile while 
getting off a street car at Gordon and 
Hiolderness streets. 

The two injured ladies were carried 
to their home, 217 Holderness street, 
in the arms of sympathetic passengers 
on the street car. Miss Edwards was 
dead in a few minutes after reaching 
home. Mrs. Dobbs at a late hour last 
night was still under the influence of 
opiates and her condition will not be 
known until she rallfés. She sustained 
injuries about her head and recpvery 
is regarded as doubtful, 

Driven by Young Chauffeur. 

The automobile belonged to Mrs. Jett 
Moody, 18 Gordon street, Battle Hall. 
It was driven at the time of the acci- 
dent by her chauffeur, Ed Hayes, 18 
years old. Mrs. Moody was in the car 
with Miss Annie W oods,- hes, sister, and 
Mr. Jaké Johrison, of Folsom’s restau- 
rant, who lives next door to them. 

Hayes was arrested by Call Officers 
Hood, Brannen, West and Palmer, 
was held without bond. He claims 
that skidding was the cause of the ac- 
cident, together with the driving rain 
storm and gathering darkness, but the 
police report of reckless driving and 
excessive speed caused him to be held 
for thorough investigation of the 
accident,

DYNAMITE STICKS 
PUT UNDER BRIDGE 
Q-DESTRUY TAFT 


Lot of Explosive Found Under 


Railway Bridge Before Taft's 
Train Passed 


DYNAMITERS. PURSUED 
BY THE BRIDGE WATCHMAN 


Two Men Placed the Stuff, and 
They Engaged in a Revolver 
Battle With the Watchman. 
Fuse Was Found Attached 
to the Dynamite---Taft Told 
of Dynamite. 


Santa Barbara, Cal., October 16.— 
What is pronounced Sheriff Nat 
Stewart, of Santa Barbara counfy, and 
W. F. Wines, of San Francisco, special 
agent for the Southern Pacific Rall- 
road, to have been a deliberate attempt 
to dynamite an eight hundred foot 
bridge, twenty-five miles north of here, 
President Taft's special 
train passed early today, was frus- 
trated by the vigilance of a _ bridge 
watchman at 1:30 o’clock this morning. 


Evidence of Plot 
Sheriff Stewart and Mr, Wines re- 
turned from the scene tonight and re- 
ported the evidence of the plot was 
complete. Secret service men have 
started on the search for the 
miters. <A close is being Kept 
on all mountain passes in the vicinity. 
About midnight the watchman was 
crossing the bridge. When about half 
way across he noticed a man in the 
gulley beneath. He called to the man, 
who immediately started to run. The 
watchman fired several shots, but all 
went wild. Investigating, he found a 
package of dynamite and at once no- 
tified the sheriff, who notified the rail- 
road officers and Wines was ordered 
to get the president's train at Santa 
Barbara and mike an investigation. 
Lot of Dynamite Found. 

Inside the boxlike section of the pier 
21 sticks of dynamite were found. The 
explosive entirely hidden except 
that a fuse ten feet long hung out. 

In a similar position at the next pier 
18 sticks of dynamite were found with 
fuse attached. Both of these piers 
were about the middle of the bridge. 

Further disclosed two 
sticks of dynamite lying the 
Lridge, evidently at the spot where thé 
man had been arranging the dynamite 
and attaching the fuse. 

The officers said the dynamite would 
test 40 per cent, enough they declare 
te wreck the bridge.

Irwin Hudsgen, a negro loafer, had 
been arrested for having in his pocket 
eight one-half pints of whisky. He 
had made two extra pockets in his un- 
dershirt. It was shown that he was 
a vagrant who peddled whisky. He was 
given 30 days in the chaifgang. 

Cc. c. Hill, when approached by 
officer because he was loafing on 
street, threw three one-half pints of 
corn Whisky into a trash barrel. He 
declared the whisky was not his. He 
was fined $15.75. 

George Davies, a middle-aged white 
man, was found loafing on the streets 
and he claimed that he had come to At- 
lanta to get a job and failed. “He had 
no home, no money and nothing to eat.

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IN M’NAMARA CASE 


Talesman Nelson Barred From 
Jury Because He Had 
Formed Opinion. 


Los Angeles, Cal, October 16.—When 
seemingly caught on its first snag, the 
McNamara murder trial in an instant 
today twisted itself out of a situation 


which had worried opposing counsel 


since last Wednesday and for the re- | 


mainder of the day went ahead 
steadily. 

“Could you set aside your opinions 
sufficiently to enable you to give a 
fair and impartial verdict?’ was the 
crucial question put to Talesman Z, T. 
Nelson. Nelson had been asked hun- 
dreds of questions to elicit his views 
and he had answered al! of them with- 
out clearing up the situation. 

“It would take pretty strong evi- 
dence,” he replied dubiously. 

District Attorney John D. Fredericks 
thereupon withdrew opposition to a 
challenge previously made by the de- 
fense on the charge of bias. 

“There was nothing else to do after 
that question and answer,” said Fred- 
ericks later. “The talesman disquali- 
fied himself.” 

Judge Bordwell, himself, examined 
Nelson at length. Nelson's discharge 
on fundamental grounds leaves the 
many questions raised during his ex- 
amination still not ruled on in this 
case. 

Debate on the eligibility of Nelson 
as a juror reached the heated stage, 
making it necessary for Judge Bord- 


. well to interfere. . 


“The defendant had better be taken 
out by a mob and lynched than to be 
tried by a jury consisting of men like 
Nelson,” declared Scott in a loud voice. 

“I think we may proceed in an or- 
derly manner,” broke in Mr. Horton. 

When court closed today two other 
talesmen had been examined by the 
defense. One of them, John W. Rob- 
erts, a real estate dealer, was found 
satisfactory, and Robert F. Bain, a 
carpenter, also was examined without 
raising any contest. Nevertheless it 
was the fairly general opinion tonight 
that the Nelson case would be dupli- 
catedebefore a jury was obtained. 

Roberts and Bain both are past mid- 
dle age and white haired. While be- 
ing questioned by Darrow, Roberts re- 
cited a number of businesses he had 
engaged in.

KNIGHT-YANCEY 
AFFAIRS AIRED 


Much Interest Centers in Trial 
Before United States Court 
at Montgomery. 


Montgomery, Ala., October 16.—Af- 
fairs of Knight, Yancey & Co., the cot- 
ton firm of Decatur, Ala., whose fail- 
ure shtartled the financial world in the 
Summer of 1910, took the forefront 
when the United States court of up- 
peals convened in Montgomery today. 

The first case taken up for argu- 
ment was one of a series of cases now 
being litigated in the federal court to 
ascertain who has title to nearly a 
half-million dollars’ worth of cotton 
which was seized by order of the fed- 
eral court. The proceeding, under ar- 
gument, is that of Henry Hentz & 
Company, of New York, vs. William 8. 
Lovell, trustees in bankruptcy, in which 
it is alleged that the bankrupt firm 
sold a forged bill of lading to the ap- 
pellant for 200 bales of cotton, and two 
weeks thereafter marked the 200 bales 
Similarly to the supposed cotton in 
the forged bills. It is allewed that the 


| Shipper's order bill of lading was taken 


out for the cotton actually shipped. 

This one transaction involved $15,000. 

As soon as this argument is complet- 
ed, the court will hear attorneys in the 
proceedings brought by Knauth, Nachod 
& Kuhne, of New York, vs. William 5. 
Lovell, trustee in bankruptcy, to in- 
tervene in the seizure by the trustee 
of 7,800 bales of cotton which had been 
transferred by Knight, Yancey & Com- 
pany to Latham & Company, of Havre, 
is claimed that the bank- 
rupt firm secured $98,005 from Knauth, 
Nachod & Kuhne on forged bilis of 
lading, this money being used in the 
purchase of part of the cotton seized, 
In the federal court at Mobile, Knauth, 
Nachod & Kuhne were not permitted to 
intervene.

In former ‘eras presidents have created a supreme court ma- 
jority, but such events have almost invariably been the product 
oi stress of policy, or the exigencies of partisanship and with the

It may be taken for granted, in the first place, that the presi- 
dent will name a member who will be of the dignity, poise and | 
legal equipment demanded for the position. All of his previous 
nominations have answeréd that descriptjon and have, additionally, 
been of the happiest nature’ from the standpoints of politics and 
geography. : 

Policy of interpretation is another matter. The president has 
not, thus far, evidenced a tendency to name men given to ex- 
tremism in constitutional construction. And, considering his entire 
career and his most recent utterances, he is not likely to deviate 
from this rule. 

Throughout his speeches on the‘current western tour has run 
a note that is characteristic of Taft, the note of holding the balance 
well-adjusted, of avoiding radicalism one way or the other, of, as 
he himself put it, “keeping in the middle of the road.” 

Justice Harlan’s legal temperament was rugged, rather radical, 
as exhibited in his recent dissent from the Standard Oil decision. 
Now with the tenor of that decision and the method of legal rea- 
soning by which the majority of the court sustained it, President 
Taft has expressed himself as in thorough sympathy. He declared 
no longer ago thah in his carefully-prepared Waterloo, lowa, ad- 
dress that it amply fixed the status of corporations and of general 
business in this country. It is, of course, conceivable that in His 
secret mind he leaned a trifle toward that element that wanted the 
law more sharply defined. But no warrant for such supposition can 
be found in his written and spoken utterances, or, indeed, in the 
attitude he has himself occupied throughout his legal and public 
career. 

It is tolerably evident, then, that the complexion of the court

Efforts to Stamp Out Cholera 
Causes Rioting Near Rome. 


| Troops Called. 


Rome, via Frontier, October 16.—~ 
Very grave disorders occurred today 
at Segni, a town of 7,000 population, 
one-half hour by railway from Rome. 

The rioting was caused by thé ae- 
tion of the municipality in adopting 
measures to stamp out cholera. Be- 
lieving that the government intended 
to poison quarantine cholera patients, 
‘a great crowd marched to the city hall 
and demanded their release. 

The mob broke in the doors of the 
municipal building seeking the mayor, 
but failing to find him, the rioters 
Sackeg the building and then burned it. 

A woman seized the municipal flag 
from the burning structure and cried: 

“To the hospital! To the hospital! 
Death to the doctors!” 

This suggestion caught the fancy of 
the crowd ang the mob of shrieking 
; men, women and children rushed to 
| the hospital. The doors were forced, 
attendants swept aside andthe cholera 
patients lifteqy from their cotg and car- 
ried to the streets. 

Meanwhile others broke into a house 
where suspects were quarantined and 
took them from the place, A proces- 
sion was then formed and the sick 
| were borne to their homes. Two of 
| the patients who were at the point of 
death were passed from one to an- 
, other, embraced and kissed by their 
| half-mad friends. 

The local authorities managed to 
send a message to Rome ang the troops 
hurriedly sent from the capital re- 
stored order after many of the mob

At that time it was stated thai 
Frank Orme, former member of the 
board of education from the fifth ward, 
would be elected to succeed Mr. Mitch- 
ell. There were present then Council- 
men Vaughan and Warnock, from the 
fourth ward, who, it was understood, 
favored Mr. Orme. Alderman Bverett, 
the other representative from the 
fourth ward, was out of the city. 

At the meeting of council Monday 
afternoon, so it was stated, Alderman 
Everett “got busy,’ and it was soon 
rumored that Mr. Orme would not be 
the choice of the fourth ward. delega- 
tion, because he favored commission 
government. There was considerable 
juggling, and the rumor soon spread 
that either James L. Key, a_ leader 
against commission government, or Dr. 
Charles E. .«.urphey would be the nom- 
inee to succeed Mr. Mitchell. 

For awhile members of council were 
busy discussing this matter that 
other business seeined to lost sight 
of. Then there came the announce- 
ment that the election would be post- 
poned. This was not according to the 
rules of council, but as nobody made 
any effort to elect a member of the 
board of education from the fourth 
ward, the matter went by default. 

The election will probably take 
place at the next meeting of council. 
It seems certain that Mr. Orme will not 
be elected, and that someone who is 
against commission government will 
succeed Mr. Mitcaell. 

A Political Joke. : 

There was another political matter 
before council which was entirely of a 
humorous nature. The resignation of 
Councilman James R. Nutting from the 
sixth ward was read. it was weli 
known that Mr. Nutting resigned as 
cguncilman from the sixth ward be- 
cause he was a candidate for alderman 
from that ward. Alderman James E&. 
Warren moved that acommittee of three 
be appointed to request Mr. Nutting to 
withdraw his resignation. This was in 
a spirit of levity, but Councilman Nut- 
ting thought there might be some dan- 
ger of his resignation not being ac- 
cepted, and this would have caused a 
political muddle. Finally, on motion 
of Councilman Johnston, Mr. Nutting’s 
resignation was accepted with “‘re- 
grets.” 

For Firemen and Policemen. 

An ordinance introduced Council- 
man Johnston was adopted which pro- 
vides for an increase of pay for fire- 
men and policemen one year after the 
time of election, instead of one year 
from October of each year, as at pres- 
ent provided. 

A resolution was adopted, on a peti- 
tion from citizens, requesting the street 
car company to extend its line from 
Lakewood to Stewart avenue. 

An ordinance introduced by Council- 
man McClelland and Alderman War- 
ren was adopted which prohibits the 
erection of any billboards within 20 
yards of Grant park and Piedmont 
park. It was understood that an ob- 
jectionable billboard was now being 
erected in front of one of the entrances 
to Grant park.

At the September meeting of. the 
congress, ‘held in Kansas “City, Mr. 
Worsham extended an invitation to the 
congress to hold its 1912 meeting in 
Atlanta, and the invitation was looked 
uopn with favor by many of the mem- 
bers. 

The question of selecting the meet- 
ing place is left with the executive 
commitee, This committee will be ap- 
pointed by President J. B. White in a 
Short while, as the president has ex- 
pressed a desire to have the congress 
meet here, his influence will be exerted 
to secure it, ' 

“Il told the congress,” said Mr. Wor- 
Sham, “that Atlanta would take care 
of the delegates if the meeting should 
be held here, and I took the liberty 
of extending them a cordial invita- 
tion. Of course, I could not say posi- 
tively what inducements Atlanta would 
offer, because I was not authorized on 
that point.’’ j 

Mr. Worsham has taken this ques- 
tion up with the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce, and it is very probable 
that this organization will at once 
take steps to secure the meeting for 
Atlanta. It cost Kansas City about 
$5,000, exclusive of social entertain- 
ments, to take care of the convention, 
and it is believed that at least this 
sum, and possibly a larger‘one, will be 
provided’ for the entertainmeht of the 
congress in Atlanta next year. 

As a strong reason for the meeting 
being held here, Mr. Worsham told the 
congress that in Georgia every phase 
of conservation is represented—mir- 
eral, forest, soil, health and drainage. 
Since drainage will be the main fea- 
ture under discussion at the next meet- 
ing, the fact that Georgia has several 
million arces of swamp lands, the 
drainage of which is being discussed, 
offers an especially stone inducement 
to the congress to hold its meeting in 
this city next year. 

Mr. Worsham stated that it is the 
desire of fhe congress to meet some- 
where in the south next year, and that 
New Orleans is Atlanta's strongest 
competitor. However, he believes that 
Atlanta will win if the proper efforts 
are put forth. 

He was not advised as to the truth

Pierce-Arrow Badly Damaged. 

The magnificent Plerce-Arrow car 
lies ditched and badly wrecked by the 
roadside between Halitown and Char- 
lestown, and bending over it is a splin- 
tered telegraph pole. The pole undoubt- 
edly saved the four occupants of the 
car from serious injuries, for, although 
the machine turned over and the radia- 
tor was damaged and the front axle 
badly bent along with other minor 
injuries, the occupants of tiie car ¢s- 
caped unhurt. The machine was own- 
ed and operated by O. A. Britson, of 
the Britson Manufacturing Company, of 
Brookings, 8S. D. In the car at the 
time of the accident were E. E. Fer- 
guson, the official started; R. E, An- 
derson and Harry Burchell, of The 
New York Times. The machine was 
trying to pass other cars On a nar- 
row road and ran off the side. 

A Thomas 3ix, entered by J. Epps 
Brown, of Atlanta, and in whith Eve- 
lyn Harris, Macon Martin and J. Sy- 
monds were riding, struck a horse and 
buggy near Harrisonburg, slightly 
damaging the buggy end causing the 
horse to run away.

Much to 
their consternation, however, they were 
stopped in the woods at the edge of the 
city limits and told they had violated 
the majesty of the law of Harrison- 
burg.

Ten dollars was collected from each 
of a number of cars, Dut the amount 
was later returned to most of them and 
the toll gate keeper toon a record of 
the cars by tour number and registra- 
tion number, with the information that 
the affair would bd@ heard from later.
